In 1916 this building was valued for 
taxation purposes at $13,750, now it is 
$15,200. In addition the rate has been 
increased. 

‘While the tenants paid only $270.85 
for taxes in 1916, they will pay $588.12 
this year, an increase of $317.27. But 
these Foster avenue tenants have not 
been soaked as much as some others. 

The one story brick building at 6219 
North Ashland avenue paid a tax of 
$33.45 in 1916. This year it will pay 
$92.47. This is a boost of $59.02, or 
176 per cent.

But that is not the limit either. At 
1420 Berwyn avenue there is a stone 
trimmed building of two and one-half 
stories with basement. The records 
show. that that property paid $96.46 
in taxes in 1916. This year it must pay 
$354.15. This increase of $257.69 means 
a boost of 266 per cent.
